welfare building bo nd issu e. The o ne dissenter is the Illino is 
Ag ricultural Assn., which reco g nizes the need fo r the im­ 
pro v ed facilities, but disag rees o n the metho d o f financing. 
It co ntends that we sho uld wait until we hav e o v erhau led 
o ur state tax structure. 


We credit the IAA with a wo rthy g o al, but can the 
peo ple o f Illino is sit by and watch 50 ,0 0 0 helpless human 
being s suffer unto ld misery while o ur leg islato rs arg ue abo ut 
state inco me tax and o ther rev isio ns in Illino is tax rev enue? 
We believ e we must accept this bo nd issue no w, and pay fo r 
it as we g o , just as ho me o wners purchase their ho uses o n 
a mo rtg ag e, farmers acquire their land o n a lo ng -term 
pay o ff basis and mo to rists pay fo r their cars while they 
driv e. 


Just as Illino is, with its g reat wealth and reso urces, 
canno t stand by and ig no re the suffering o f the mentally 
handicapped, it canno t ig no re the need fo r dev elo ping the 
talents o f its co lleg e-ag e students.

Which is a p ity . F or what this 
am bition 
engenders for both u s 
and the children is disresp ect for 


u s — a corrosiv e and u nconsciou s 
belittling of what we are and what 
we hav e accomp lished in the world. 
I bring it u p becau se I hav e re ­ 
ceiv ed so m any letters from read ­ 
d s hailing m y recent colu mns on 
the A m erican p arent's relinq u ish­ 
m ent of self-resp ect. 
In a com m u nity where children 
are commissioned to alway s im ­ 
p rov e u p on their p are nts’ economic 
and social p osition, it is almost im ­ 
p ossible for p arents to resp ect that 
p osition or to win the y ou ng s a p ­ 
p reciation of it. 
So I su ggest that we rem em ber 
that we are an im m igrant p eop le. 
We are still bemu sed in the im ­ 
m igrant's dream of bou ndless p rog­ 
ress 
and 
u nlimited 
op p ortu nity . 
It s a dream we hav e to beware 
of. 
It is what accou nts for ou r u n­ 
limited ambition for children — 
and by shu tting ou r ey es to the 
actu al v alu e of ou r own achiev e­ 
m ents 
m ak es u s 
su scep tible to 
y ou thfu l disresp ect. It su stains ou r 
hidden self-dissatisfaction.

H erp es zoster or shing les is a 
m u ch u nderrated and m isu nder­ 
stood affection. It is not a skin dis 
ease bu t a skin m anifestation of a 
g eneralized v iru s infection. 
The cau sativ e v iru s is not related 
to the v iru s of the com m on cold 
althou g h the la tte r m ay cau se a 
blister of sim ilar ap p earance to de­ 
v elop on y ou r nostrils or u p p er lip 
( “ cold so re” ). 
The v iru s of herp es zoster Is 
closely related to, if not identical 
w ith, the v iru s of chickenp ox . 
In children, the v iru s cau ses the 
fam iliar body eru p tion alm ost ex ­ 
clu siv ely . R arely do y ou ng sters u n­ 
der the ag e of IO y ears su ffer from 
zoster. 
In the adu lt, it rarely p rodu ces 
chickenp ox , u su ally m anifesting it­ 
self a s shing les. And, to establish 
the connection, m any adu lts su ffer 
ing from shing les hav e had recent 
contact w ith a child su ffering from 
chickenp ox . 
In the adult, fo r reaso n s 
o f 
which we are Igno rant, the v irus 
trav els alo ng nerv e ro utes. F o r 
reaso ns o f which we are also Ig­ 
no rant, It usually p ick s o n e p ar­ 
ticular nerv e fo r its little jaunt. 
If it hap p ens to decide on the 
nerv e that su p p lies the forehead, 
u p p er lid and ey e, it m ay destroy 
v ision, lf it settles in brain tissu e 
p rop er, it m ay cau se a ty p e of en­ 
cep halitis resem bling sleep ing sick­ 
ness. 
F ortu nately , 
the 
v iru s 
u su ally 
elects to trav el along the nerv es 
th at su p p ly an arm or one side of 
the chest or abdom en. Bu t, before 
it a rriv e s at its destination, as 
shown by the skin blister, it g iv es 
y ou a few day s of feeling ou t ot 
sorts and p erhap s A v erish. And ju st 
before the blister ap p ears, y ou ’re 
ap t to su ffer w hat y ou think are 
’ neu ralg ic” p ains along the p ath 
of the inv olv ed nerv e. 
None of ou r newly introdu ced 
m iracle p rodu cts has the slig htest 
deterrent effect on this p esky v iru s. 
And th ere is no dru g or injection or 
any other form of therap y th a t con­ 
sistently 
influ ences 
the 
disease. 
U su ally it g oes aw ay by itself after 
a w eek or so du ring which tim e 
y ou r doctor m ay hav e to g iv e y ou 
p ow erfu l p ain-killers, to afford y ou 
relief. 
A g ain for reasons we don’t know, 
the inju red nerv e m ay continu e to 
p ain u nm ercifu lly for weeks and 
m onths. E sp ecially in older p ersons. 
U su ally w hen this hap p ens, the skin 
a re a 
becom es 
brown 
and 
ev en 
black. A p p lications to the skin, of 
cou rse, a re v alu eless. 
R ep eated adm inistrations of in­ 
creasing 
doses 
of 
habit-form ing 
dru g s ca rry the th re a t of addiction. 
E v en destru ction of the inv olv ed 
nerv e w ith injections of chem icals. 
or serv ering of the nerv e su rg ically , 
m ay fail to p rov ide desired relief. 
So don’t u nderestim ate the p ow er 
of the zoster v iru s. T ry to p rotect 
y ou rself with face m asks and hand 
scru bbing s if y ou ’re caring for a 
child w ith chickenp ox . 
Let y o ur do cto r see what he 
can do fo r y o u early In 
the 
attack rather than later when his 
best effo rts m ay pro v e futile. 
And if y ou ’re one of the u nfortu ­ 
nates whose inv olv ed nerv e is p ain­ 
ing like 4 0 dev ils, don’t rebel if y ou r 
doctor su g g ests consu ltation with a 
neu rosu rg eon.

Near the end o f the 1 9th century , a y o ung 
Butch do cto r, Eug ene Dubo is, had a hunch. 
Jav a mig ht be the place to hunt fo r the o rig inal 
man, fo r that land had o nce been co nnected 
to the Asiatic mainland and had escaped the 
ice ag es. 
Amazing ly eno ug h, hi 1 8 91 , Dubo is actually 
fo und the fo ssil he had dreamed o f—the skull­ 
cap o f a manlike creature nev er befo re seen. 
A y ear later he fo und a co mplete human thig h­ 
bo ne near the o rig inal find. On the basis o f this, 
he named it Pith eca n th ro p u s erectu s 
—the erect 
ape man. 
It was the same o ld sto ry : scientists were 
skeptical. What did this amateur know? The 
skull and thigh 
o bv io usly did not b elong 
together. As a result, Dub ois put his ape 
man 
away in a strongb ox. It was not until 19 23. when 


o pinio ns had chang ed, that he allo wed him to 
be v iewed ag ain. 
The Jav a man was ev entually redeemed b y 
disco v ery o f a related ty pe near 
Peking. China. 
Fro m 1 92 9 until Wo rld War II, an international 
team carried o ut ex cav atio ns. Tragically , ex­ 
cept fo r plaster casts, all the remains of this 
v astly impo rtant S in a n th ro p u s p ekin en sm 
— 
China Man o f Peking —were lo st during the 
ev acuatio n after Pearl Harb or. 
One o f the strang est my steries in the whole 
sto ry o f man co ncerns g iants. In 
19 35, a y oung 
paleo nto lo g ist, G. H. R. 
von Koenigswald, pur­ 
chased three g ig antic humanlike teeth 
in a 
Chinese drug sto re in Kong Kong. (The Chinese 
had used powdered fossil b ones as medicine 
fo r g eneratio ns.) Hesitantly , he 
coined the name 
GiQa n to vith ccu s 
—g iant ape. 


Later in Jav a, v o n Koenigswald found a skull 
identical to Dub ois’ original ape man, further 
strengthening that creature’s place in history 
(now dated as living 500.000 y ears ago). But he 
also unearthed several jaw fragments of two 
different, huge b eings which he called “Rob ust 
Ape Man” and “Big Man of Old Java ” The 
latter apparently had twice the b ulk of a gorilla. 
There was no longer any doub t that giants— 
of some kind—had once walked the earth. 
The matter is still not settled as to whether 
these giants were the ancestors of the Java and 
China ape men. or whether they were strange, 
freakish side b ranches. Only continued digging 
b y new generations of scientific detectives can 
throw new light on this intriguing riddle or 
perhaps, unearth something even stranger
